|THE, PRAIRIES 
HUGE WHEAT CROP 


The first estimates of the wheat crop 
was made from many correspondents 
on the still standing unthreshed crop. 
wich is from one to three weeks 
away. The yield for the three prairie 
provinces is forecast at 620 million 
bushels, with an average yield per 
acie of 24.6 bushels. This is the 
largest production of wheat ever 
grown on he prairies (the next larg- 
est was last year, 1951, with 548 
million bushels.) The yield per acre 
this year of 24.6 bushels, however, 
is not the Highest. This was in 1915 
wilh a yield to the acre of 25.97 bush- 
els, 1942, too had 25.6 bushels to the 
acre, The huge yield of ‘wheat this 
year,then, is accounted for to a great 
exent by the large acreage sown to 
wheat which is no less tian 25,204,- 
000 acres. Even this acreage, how- 
ever, is not the largest ever sown on 
the three prairie provinces for in the 
yexr 1949 the record of 26,490,000 
acres were sown’ to wheat. 1949, 
however, «as a semi-drought year 
and gave a yield to the acre of only 
12.7 bushels. It is to be hoped that 
this present crop wil] not suffer dam- 
;age from frost or ot@er serious con- 
ditions so that this large yield may 
be successfully harvested.

USE TOMATOES FOR 
VARIETY

every gourse of all three meals each 
day, 

While tomatoes are in season, use 
them fresh in salads or pack some in 
the picnic basket or lunch pail to eat 
out of hand. When adding toomaoes 
to tossed salad be sure to add them at 
the last minute for they tend to thin 
te dressing. Slice tomato the French 
way, that is vertically; they lose 
less juice this way. 

Stfffed tomatoes are always a 
delicacy. Cut tiem in half, then 
scoop out the centres and fill with a 
tasty stuffing. Cottage cheese, well- 
sensoned and moistened with salad 
dressing is one that complements both 
the flavor and the color of the to- 
mato, Egg salad, made by combining 
chopped pickle, diced green pepper, 
diced celery and chopped hard cooked 
eges with salad dressing is another 
delicious filling. 

Tomato fan-tans are most intrigu- 
ing. To make them, slice tomatoes 
vertically not quite through in slices 
about one-quarter of an inch thick, 
then insert slices of cucumbers or 
‘levilledl eggs ‘between the tomato 
slices, The cucumbers are particu- 
larly tempting if they have been 
chilled and seasoned in sour cream for 
about half an hour. To make an ens 
tiving cartwhee] salad, remove a thin 
slice from the end of a peeled tomato, 
then hollow out the tomato with a 
smal] spoon, being careful to keep 
the centre ribs intact. Fill the hol- 
low with the tangy cheese spread, 
then chill. Cut in thick slices and 
lace on crisp greens. 

Fresh, vine-ripened tomatoes are 
delicious cooked. To broil them, cut 
the’ tomatoes in slices about one inch 
thick, season and top with buttered 
crumbs, grated cheese or devilled 
ham and broil the slices until tender, 
about ten minutes. Baked stuffed 
tomatoes make very good eating too. 
Tempting fillings can be made with 
-renmed jeftover meat or poultry. 
In slace of the heavy cream sauce, 
try undiluted condensed soup—mush- 
‘oup is particularly good. Another 
filling that is a little unusual is 
made by using half an ordinary six 
serving recipe for cheese souffle or 
fluffy omelette. The mixure puffs 
up and browns nicely in the baked 
tomatoes making a splendid con- 
trast with the red of the vegetable. 


Then there is that tongue twister 
that goes “eat what you can and what 
you can’t eat, you can.” This sug- 
gestion really makes sense these days 
if you apply it to tomatoes—use as 
many fresh ones as possible but 
also make some tomato juice, to- 
mato soup, catsup or plain canned to- 
matoes,

THE VICTORIAN ORDER OF NURSES in Canada is observing the 
fifty-fourth anniversary of its founding this year. In a great many Cana- 
dian communities the uniformed figure of the visiting V.O.N. nurse is a 
symbol of comfort and mercy, and the services of this organization are 
valued greatly in the many places in which they carry on their work. The 
Victorian Order of Nurses is a voluntary public health agency, serving in 
all parts of Canada. When it was formed here, in 1897, it consisted of a 
staff of 12 nurses, serving in four cities, Today, the staff numbers 535 and 
its nurses are carrying on their work in 110 communities throughout 
Canada, 
* * * * * 
’ Originally, the purpose of the V.O.N., was to provide 
Wide Service visiting nurses io care for the sick in their own 
homes, under medical supervision, However, although 
Is Provided this service is continued, the V.O.N., also serves in 
small industries which do not require the services of a full-time industrial 
nurse, in baby clinics, schools and other branches of public health service. 
The scope of the work has increased with the times and the needs of the 
people, and the original work of caring for the sick in their homes has 
grown in importance as it has been found that the time in hospital can be 
shortened for many patients when proper nursing care at home is assured 
through the work of the visiting nurses. Medical authorities believe that 
many cases of chronic illness are averted through this care and that the 
V.O.N., is contributing in this way to the raising of health standards here. 
* * * * * 
é Canada's population has increased in recent years 
Growing Needs ana with it nave increased the demands on public 
health services of all kinds, Fees are charged by 
Have Been Met the V.O.N., but these are scaled to the patient's 
ability to pay, and help is never refused in cases where no payment can be 
made.

Cattle Embargo 
Will Likely Be 
On Till Spring 


OTTAWA. — Removal of the 
United States embargo imposed 
against Canadian meat and cat- 
tle because of the foot-and- 
mouth outbreak, cannot be ex- 
pected. until the spring of 1953, 
according to the best informa- 
tion available to the federal 
government. : 


The Canadian government, accord- 
ingly, has decided to continue its ap- 
peal to livestock producers to hold 
cattle off the market. 

The situation was under discussion 
by the cabinet. 

Word from Washington is said to 
have warned Canadian officials to Rin 
no hopes, or make no plans, in an- 
ticipation of the embargo being re- 
moved this year. 

It is possible for the U.S. govern- 
ment to end the embargo 60 days 
after the Canadian government offi- 
cially declares Canada free of the 
disease, 
in the case of the Mexico embargo, 
the U.S. waited a year. 

The director of the U.S. bureau of 
animal industry in the U.S, must de- 
cide if and when a country is free of 
the disease.

Bureau of animal industry officials 
will be cautious in declaring the dis- 
ease eradicated. In California, after 
it was announced the disease had 
been eradicated in 1926, it flared up 
again a few months later. The new 
outbreak was traced to infected meat 
that had been placed in cold storage.

Remove from pans immediately. 

Yield; 5 dozen cookies, 

If cookie dough is too soft to roll, 
(which can happen easily in a hot 
kitchen), wrap it and. chill a while, 
rather than add more flour.

When white men first arrived on 
the Pacific coast, the Haidas were 
carving wood, bone and ivory, into 
almost everything from spoon han- 
dies to ornate ceremonial masks. 

These products were sold readily 
to the whites and soon the Haidas 
were reputed to be the best wood 
carvers in North America, They ac- 
quired steel tools and learned to 
carve gold, .copper and silver, and 
later, slate. a 

Some of the oldest and most or- 
nate pieces were collected before 
1800, but the finest carving was done 
from 1830 to 1890, 

In that period handsome boxes, 
carefully joined by wooden dowels 
and fish glue, pieces of irridescent 
abalone shell with slate inlays and 
small totem poles were turned out. 

Best known carvings were the to- 
tem poles, symbolizing mythical and 
religious stories. 

No matter what they carved there 
was always a “flowingness’, sym- 
metry and simplicity creating dis- 
tinct beauty. 

The Haidas used dried skin of 
sharks or dogfish, or just the palm 
of their hands to add polish to their 
work. : 

A figurine created in 1833, now in 
an eastern United States museum, 
is said to be the finest example of 
work by any Narth American abor- 
iginal, It is called ‘Bear Mother”, 


Its surface takes a 


based on an Indian legend of a prin- 
cess captured by bears and forced to 
marry the king of the bears, 

She had a child by him and the - 
figurine depicts with perfect rhythm 
of line and pattern the bear mother 
writhing in agony while nursing her 
ferocious offspring which is half bear 
and half boy. 

The Haida’'s skill began to wane 
late in the 1800's and early 1900's 
when they sacrificed skill and pa- 
tience for mass production to satisfy 
the demand for their work. 


However, old Captain Brown, peer- 
ing from near-sighted eyes as he 
plies his carwing tool, still gives lov- 
ing care and patience to his craft.

STRAPPING HONEYBEE 
COLONIES FOR MOVIN 


A better method has been designed 
to facilitate the strapping of honey- 
bee colonies when they are to be 
moved to a new location, The con- 
ventional method generally employed 
by beekeepers \has been to use hive 
staples or wood-lath material to fast- 
en together the bottom boards, hive 
bodies and covers. Some of the dis- 
advantages of these methods are: (1) 
the amount of labour and material 
involved; (2) the disturbance to col- 
onies by hammering; (3) the mutila- 
tion of the hive equipment with fre- 
quent use; (4) the shifting of the 
equipment en route; (5) the unneces- 
sary stings received by the handlers 
unless a proper job has been com- 
pleted by experienced help.

moved by the use of half-inch width 
flat steel strapping material,. com- 
monly used by large shipping firms. 
The colonies are prepared as follows: 

(1) The entrance screens are in-' 
serted or attached, 


(2) The ventilated bee - escape 
boards are placed on top of the col- 
ony after removal of the metal hive 
covers, 

(3) The colony is moved forward 
so that the floor board rests on the 
upper part of the alighting board to 
permit the insertion of the strapping 
material under the bottom Board. If 
2 x 2 or bricks are used as hive- 
stands, the strapping can be placed 
under and ovey the colony without 
any prior handling, ~ 

(4) The straps are cut to the de- 
sired length beforehand, but an extra 
six inches are allowed sd as to per- 
mit the use of the material a second 
or third time. The two straps are 
placed approximately eighteen inches 
apart at the front and back end of 
the colony when using new equip- 
ment and a single band in the centre 
with old equipment, 

(5) The tightener tool is applied, 
the metal-clip band put into place 
and crimped, the colony loaded and 
moved to the new location. The bands 
are cut close to the metal clip and 
stored for re-use at any future time. 

The colonies thus prepared, by in- 
experienced help with a minimum of 
guidance, withstand lifting by the 
hand holes when onc super is com- 
pletely filled with honey. Jostling or 
dropping from a height of several 
feet (although this treatment is not 
recommended) and truck transporta- 
tion over rough roads will not cause 
any shifting or dislodging of bottom 
boards or supers,

In 1900, living costs were chew ay 
today’s standards, but so Was every- 
thing else. It took a laborer a week 
to earn what a similer worker today 
would earn in one day. Minimum 
wages laws were unheard of, There 
was no limit on hours of work. Tia 
eight hour day was just a dream. No 
body had thought of the five day 

«| week, and with no paid vacations. 

There were no collective  agree- 
ments, no regular means of making. 
job grievances knowh to management 
no workmen’s compensation fund to 
cover accidents, and no unemploy- 
ment insurance, 

Those were the “good old days.” 

Of course it must be remembered 
that the situation applied to all oc- 
jcupations, The Yarmers gad the 
storekeepers were in the same boats 
The country was comparatively poor 
and markets were limited. 

The ciange in the picture has been 
caused by several things, not 
the least of which are improved tools, 
and machines, sweeping technologi- 
cal progress, » broad advances in the 
techniques of management and sales- 
manship, and capital in the form of 
savings flowing into the country at 
a rapid rate. 

But nothwihstanding the progress 
that has been made, we still have our 
problems. One of tiem is inflation 
which has been talked about almost 
as much as the weather. 

But just in case we’re apt to think 
that our troubles are worse than 
those any previous generation has 
faced, it's worth noting here that 
this particular headac'i2e is, nothing 
new to mankind. A professor who 
specializes in ancient economic his- 
{tory tells us there was a period of 
wild inflation in the Roman Empire, 
back about 800 A.D. Things got so 
bad in those days he says, that when 
an army commander left Rome with 
his army the emperor gave him a 
mould and let him mint money in 
te tield as his soldiers needed it. 
Inflation although economists prob- 
ably hadn’t given a name to it then 
-also occurred in Biblical times. To- 
wards the end of Solomon’s’ reign, 
silver was no more esteemed than 
stones in. Jerusalem, The value of 
money had fallen sharply and Solo- 
mon’s — successor,~Rehaboam, was 
confronted with the sharp problem of 
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a business crises and depression so 
serious that it split the kingdom and 
pricipitated ‘civil war. 

Incomes were still rising during 
the last twelve monti.s. The truth is 
that while we all complain about in- 
flation, all of us, it must be admitted, 
have helped contribute to it. In re- 
cent years there have been many 
pressutes working in the direction of 
higher costs and prices,
